Miller fell one 
short of the required 58 
registered voters necessary to 
force a recall. Miller, who has no 
intention of running for the 
ANC, was “‘sorry that she had 
to do it’? but felt that the 
authority of the ANC had been 
“‘usurped’’ when Kelly and 
Swift initiated discussions with 
George Washington University 
over proposals to renovate the 
Marvin Center.

byterian Church to obtain zon- 
ing approval prior to operating 
a feeding program at its new 
location on 24th and Virginia 
Avenue, NW. The filing follows 
a May 31st ruling by the Court 
which bars any further pro- 
ceedings by the BZA without 
the consent of the Court. The 
BZA issued a written order on 
April 21st that blocked a con- 
troversial homeless feeding pro- 
gram, but withdrew its order on 
June 2nd in compliance with the 
Court order. 

In seeking to overturn the 
Court, the D.C. Corporation 
Counsel argued that the BZA’s 
written order ‘‘would not result 
in the suspension of the feeding 
program and would not subject 
the Church to any penalties for 
continuihg to conduct their 
feeding program prior to the ad- 
judication of their claims.’’ The 
Court previously stated that the 
District government could not

FBA and ANC Ask 
To Meet With IMF Board 


Editor’s Note: The following let- 
ter was sent to all the Board 
Members of the International 
Monetary Fund on Fune 6, 1994. 


Dear Mr. Kaeser: 

This letter is to request your 
personal attention to a matter of 
grave importance to the Foggy 
Bottom-West End community, 
the neighborhood in which the 
International Monetary Fund’s 
(IMF) headquarters building is 
located. We believe that the 
IMF has a responsibility to the 
City of Washington, D.C., our 
city. Therefore, we would like 
to meet with the IMF Executive 
Board to discuss the impact of 
the IMF’s development plans 


and to explore jointly a solution 
to the most serious negative im- 
pact resulting directly from the 
IMF’s recent actions. 

As we hope you are aware, the 
IMF wants to expand its current 
facility by removing a small park 
which, in 1980, the IMF gave to 
the immediate community and 
City of Washington, D.C. 
(Also) this expansion is displac- 
ing.a needed social service pro- 
gram housed in that church. 
This program, administered by 
a secular non-profit entity, pro- 
vides breakfast for about 200 
homeless persons who reside in 
the downtown area nearby the 
IMF’s headquarters building.

Librarian Responds 


I am writing in response to 
Ms. Goldmark’s letter in the 
May issue of the Foggy Bottom 
News. I want to thank her for 
showing an interest in her local 
branch. We are a public build- 
ing and we are open to every- 
one. However, we do have 
customer guidelines which we 
follow. These guidelines pro- 
hibit any behavior that disrupts 
the orderly use of the library or 
that affects the staff’s ability to 
provide service. No one is allow- 
ed to eat, drink, smoke, sleep or 
loiter in the library. Other types 
of disorderly conduct are pro- 
hibited, for example, ‘“creating 
a physically offensive condition, 
including disturbing odors or in- 
fested clothing or personal ef- 
fects.” (D.C. Code 22-1121) 

The staff does try to apply the 
existing library rules. However, 
keeping a total surveillance is a 
fulltime job. Since we cannot be 
aware of all infractions, we rely 
on patrons to alert us to what we 
do not see. You must also be 
aware that we have no security 
guard to help us. If we need aid 
in enforcing the rules we must 
call either the D.C. Public 
Library Security force at the 
Martin Luther King Memorial 
Library or the Metropolitan 
Police. There are occasions 
when these two departments 
cannot help us immediately. 
While we are waiting for help 
there is little we can do if the 
person refuses to cooperate.

To begin with, Ms. Miller 
stated that Tyler et al. (their of- 
ficial designation in the lawsuit) 
undertook their legal and ad- 
ministrative action ‘‘only after 
repeated, patient efforts to 
(secure) the details of negotia- 
tions to which the community 
were (sic) entitled.” Nothing 
could be further from the truth. 

The issues addressed in these 
negotiations were no secret, as 
Ms. Miller suggests. The para- 
meters of the negotiations and 
the details to be addressed were 
clearly outlined in documents 
discussed at length at public 
meetings of the ANC, as Ms. 
Miller well known — her vocal 
objections rang through loud 
and clear. In addition, progress 
reports and highlights of the 
ongoing negotiations were pre- 
sented at ANC meetings. 
ANC-2A voted to enter into 
discussions with GWU after giv- 
ing the matter careful considera- 
tion, and after consulting with 
its attorney. The vote was taken 
at a special meeting on February 
23. So much for Ms. Miller’s 


“patient efforts, the lawsuit was 


filed the very next week. 

This brings us to the true pur- 
pose of the lawsuit, which is 
stated in the legal document 
itself. Tyler et al. asked the court 
to do two things: (1) disqualify 
my vote on the Marvin Center, 
and (2) overturn ANC-2A’s 
decision in that case. In other 
words, the lawsuit was an at- 
tempt by a minority of in- 
dividuals to override the will of

the majority. Basically, they 
asked the court to intervene on 
their behalf to undermine the 
goals of our community and cir- 
cumvent the democratic 
process. 

I believe that people have a 
right to honest inquiry. If even 
one person honestly believes 
that I have acted inappropriate- 
ly, I fully support his or her 
right to seek a judgment from 
the appropriate body — in this 
case, the Office of Campaign 
Finance (OCF). But Tyler et al. 
didn’t do this; their first move 
was to try to short-circuit the 
established process. The lawsuit 
was simply a maneuver and in- 
appropriate — in legal terms, 
‘‘frivolous.’’ Unfortunately it 
hasn’t stopped there. 

Over the past three-and-a-half 
months, since the first lawsuit 
was filed (and as of this writing), 
Dorothy Miller and her col- 
leagues have initiated no fewer 
than four legal actions and three 
administrative actions in this 
matter. (This does not include 


various letters of complaint, a 
multitude of phone calls, and 
actions taken against other ANC 
Commissioners. 

In addition to the suit noted 
above, Tyler et al. petitioned — 
unsucessfully — to have a 
restraining order placed on me. 
D.C. Corporation Counsel has 
asked the courts to dismiss the 
frivolous lawsuit against me; 
Tyler et al. filed a ‘‘Motion Op- 
posing Motion of Defendant 
Swift to Dismiss Complaint and 
Substitute Motion Petitioning 
Court to Issue Order Mandamus 
to Office of Campaign Finance 
to Hold Adversarial Hearings.”’ 
(11!) Tyler et al. petitioned the 
courts to intervene against the 
OCF, accusing the office of be- 
ing ‘‘most derelict’’ and ‘‘caus- 
ing undue harm.” The court 
threw the petition out. In 
response, they have filed yet 
another petition listing addi- 
tional reasons why the courts 
should intervene; no action has 
been taken to date and this case 
will most likely be thrown out, 
too. Tyler et al. finally did file a 
complaint against me with OCF 
and requested a full-scale in-

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vestigation. After OCF review- 
ed the case and cleared me of 
any conflict of interest, Tyler et 
al. filed yet another request for 
an investigation. This was re- 
jected by the OCF. Ms. Miller 
wrote a formal complaint 
‘‘directly accusing the OCF of 
disseminating disinformation 
and of proceeding in an impar- 
tial manner” in reference to my 
case. 

In the eyes of any reasonable 
observer, these actions far ex- 
ceed the bounds of honest in- 
quiry. This is a campaign — a 
war being waged by Tyler et al. 
to intimidate and to try to im- 
pose their will on our communi- 
ty, despite the desires of the ma- 
jority. They have ensured that 


7 a tremendous amount of time, 


effort and taxpayer dollars have 
gone into this petty vendetta, 
which they have pursued with 
incredible zeal. If only they 
would instead use their energies 
for constructive purposes and to 
promote the best interests of the 
Foggy Bottom and West End 
community.

Recently, the program was in- 
appropriately moved to a new 
church building, on land located 
and purchased by the IMF, and 
in a building constructed by the 
IMF. The new church is one- 
half mile away in the middle of 
a densely residential neighbor- 
hood, composed primarily of 
elderly and women who are fear- 
ful for their safety. We want this 
program to be relocated back 
downtown. The Mayor’s Office 
of Planning stated that the IMF 
should ‘‘subsidize a homeless 
feeding program in an appropri- 
ate commercial area or even to 
incorporate such a facility in its 
headquarters property.”’ 

To complete its expansion, 
the IMF needs to close a public 
alley. The D.C. City Council 
has jurisdiction over public 
alleys. On April 22, 1994, the 
D.C. City Council held a public 
roundtable and officially, on the 
record, directed the IMF to pro- 
vide a copy of the contract be- 
tween the IMF and the church 
so that the Council and com- 
munity could be fully apprised 
of what leverage the IMF had 
over the church. The IMF is 
spending nearly $30 million, in- 
cluding a $4 million endowment 
for the church. On May 4, 1994, 
the IMF refused to provide the 
document in question and to 
fully disclose its terms and the

legal relationship with the 
church. In fact, the IMF 
representative wrote that the 
document is ‘‘completely 
unrelated and irrelevant to the 
subject alley closing.” Our 
Council Member disagrees with 
the IMF. And, we disagree with 
the IMF. 

On May 10, 1994, the Chair- 
man of the D.C. City Council 
wrote to the D.C. Superior 
Court about its mediation role 
between the IMF and the com- 
munity. He wrote: ‘‘I have 
publicly stated that, as chair of 
the Committee of the Whole, I 
would push the applicant (the 
IMF) to provide for homeless 
feeding in or near the area of the 
IMF headquarters, inasmuch as 
the development associated with 
the alley closing displaced a 
homeless feeding program in 
that area.’’ We told the Chair- 
man and the Court that we were 
willing to participate on the con- 
dition that the IMF exhibit good 
faith by providing us or the 
Court mediator with a copy of 
the contract. To date, the IMF 
has been unwilling both to 
assume responsibility for its 
deeds and to make even this 
simple good faith gesture.

St. Paul’s Parish and Hannah 
Hawkins’ Children of Mine pro- 
gram in Anacostia have joined 
efforts to include children from 
Mrs. Hawkins’ after school pro- 
gram in St. Paul’s Choral Pro- 
grams.

June 9, 1994 Meeting 


West End Place Parking. 
Deferred action on request by 
the developer of the West End 
Place at 1099 22nd Street for a 
special exception to rezone up to 
15 parking spaces in the build- 
ing’s garage. The building is 
undergoing a conversion from a 
rental apartment to a condo- 
minium, and 15 spaces were not 
purchased by the future con- 
dominium owners. The owner 
would like to sell the parking 
spaces to outside individuals/ 
organizations. Action was 
delayed pending formation of a 
condominium association. 


GWU Health & Wellness 
Center Revision. Revised plans 
were presented for a proposed 
athletic facility on 23rd Street 
between H and G Streets. The 
new plans include a single tower 
in the center of the facility and 
a reduced building footprint. 
The changes were made in 
response to objections that the 
building violated zoning regula- 
tions and the 1910 Height Act. 


GWU Dormitory. Revised 
plans were presented for a new 
dormitory at 24th and H 
Streets. The proposed dorm will 
be larger since the university has 
now acquired the home next to 
the proposed site which was 
previously owned by Florie 
Williams. GWU owns two other 
neighboring townhouses and all 
three homes will be removed to 
accommodate a larger building. 


Liquor Licenses. Unani- 
mously agreed to write a letter 
in support of legislation which 
would reduce the number of 
Class B liquor licenses in the 
District. 


St. Mary’s Court. Unani- 
mously agree to write a letter in 


support of St. Mary’s Court and 
its programs which support the 
Foggy Bottom community. St. 
Mary’s, a low income home for 
the elderly, has initiated a fund- 
raising campaign to support 
activities not currently provid- 
ed through its subsidy from 
HUD.

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ing and traffic occur when 
universities do not build suffi- 
cient dorms or control extreme 
student conduct. In addition, 
existing zoning guidelines are 
not followed, especially those 
that relate to the ‘‘early warning 
system,’’ which is supposed to 
be a mechanism whereby resi- 
dents and universities work out 
disagreements over projects that 
could negatively impact sur- 
rounding communities. 

Currently, universities such as 
George Washington and 
Georgetown must submit and 
the D.C. Board of Zoning Ad- 
justment must approve ‘‘Cam- 
pus Plans’’ which regulate 
future campus development, in- 
cluding new buildings, enroll- 
ment limits, etc. Ray’s amend- 
ment would require the Zoning 
Commission to develop more 
specific planning guidelines and 
trigger mechanisms for deter- 
mining when Campus Plans are 
obsolete. 


Stark Defends 
Height Act 


Speaking from the floor of the 
House of Representatives, Con- 
gressman ‘‘Pete’’ Stark defend- 
ed his role in opposing the 
George Washington Universi- 
ty/WETA building at 21st and 
H Streets, NW, because the 
building violated the 1910 
Height Act. “‘As chairman of 
the House Committee on the 
District of- Columbia, I am 
responsible for protecting the 
Federal interest in the city and 
that responsibility includes 
safeguarding Washington’s uni- 
que skyline by ensuring that the 
letter and intent of Congress’ 
Height of Buildings Act of 1910 
is not circumvented.”’ 

Stark also stated that ‘‘the 
history of this project reads like 
a primer in how to manipulate 
the system....George Washing- 
ton University and their zoning 
pit bulls, Wilkes, Artis, Hedrick 
& Lane, are at it again.” Stark 
has introduced legislation, H.R. 
4243, which would reiterate 
building height limits as stated 
in the 1910 law. Under the cur- 
rent law a building’s height is 
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determined by the widest street 
on which it fronts. Stark claims 


that the GWU/WETA propos- . 


ed building is 6.5 feet above the 
legal limit. The controversy sur- 
rounds the building’s penthouse 
for mechanical equipment and 
whether or not it should be set 
back further from the exterior 
walls. kir 


Florie Williams 
Sells To GWU 


Representatives for Mrs. 
Florie Williams and The George 
Washington University have 
reached an agreement under 
which GW will purchase Mrs. 
Williams’ home in the 2300 
block of H Street, NW. The 
transaction is part of a plan for 
construction of a new residence 
hall for GW students on the 
University’s Foggy Bottom 
campus. 

The Williams home is the 
building just to the east of the 
proposed dormitory, and Mrs. 
Williams had voiced her objec- 
tions to having the building so 
close to her home and to other 
problems such as the location of 
the loading dock, etc. 

The agreement followed a 
personal meeting involving GW 
President Stephen Joel 
Trachtenberg, Mrs. Williams, 
her daughter Shirley C. 
Williams, family attorney Joel 
M. Finkelstein and GW Assis- 
tant Vice President Dwight 
Cropp. While financial details 
have not -been disclosed, 
representatives for the universi- 
ty and the family term the agree- 
ment ‘‘mutually beneficial.”’ 

The terms of the agreement, 
according to Trachtenberg, pro- 
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vides financial security for Mrs. 
Williams and her family. Also, 
Mrs. Williams will have a com- 


fortable period of time for 


relocation. When the residence 
hall is completed, a special pla- 
que will be dedicated in honor 


_ of the Williams family and their 


nearly -70 years as caring, 
dedicated residents of the com- 
munity. The residence hall, pro- 


_ jected for completion in 1996, 


will provide housing for some 
430 GW students. 


Community Opposes 
Health & Wellness 
Center 


At the June 15, 1994 D.C. 
Board of Zoning Adjustment 
(BZA) hearing, neighborhood 
residents testified in opposition 
to the proposed George 
Washington University Health 
& Wellness Center at 23rd and 
G Streets, NW. Representatives - 
from St. Mary’s Church, ANC 
2A, Columbia Plaza and the 
Foggy Bottom Association com- 
plained that the proposed 
athletic facility would be an ex- 
cessively large, bulky and in- 
tensively used building which 
is inappropriate for the site, 
given the small historic St. 
Mary’s Church and the poten- 
tial for spill-over into the 
neighboring community. In ad- 
dition the previously approved 
Campus Plan explicitly states 
that GWU will confine all 
athletic facilities to the Smith 
Center and will place buildings 
requiring the most access in the 
core of the campus. The BZA >} 
will make a decision at its July 
meeting.

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Hot Weather Hints! 


1. Be sure to drink lots of fluids, preferably water or 
juices. Avoid caffeinated or alcoholic beverages, because 
they can reduce fluid retention. 

2. Try to stay indoors during the hottest period of the 
day, mid-day to late afternoon. Take advantage of cooler 
periods of the day, early morning or late afternoon and 
evening if you must venture outdoors. 

3. Dress properly. Loose-fitting clothing and natural- 
fibered garments (cotton and silk) help the body release 
heat. 

4. Use air conditioning wisely. If you only have window 
units, try to keep at least one room sealed off so that it 
remains relatively cool as a refuge, rather than attempt to 
cool off the entire hosue. Fans that circulate air can pro- 
vide relief. If your house is not air conditioned, it may be 
wise to spend some period of the day in a public building 
that has air conditioning, an indoor shopping mall, a 
library, a movie theater, etc. 

5. Be aware of the humidity. Elevated humidity increases 
the debilitating effects of high temperature. 

6. People on diuretics or anticholinergic drugs should 
consult their physicians. 

7. People who are running a fever need to monitor their 
temperatures more often and take the appropriate measures. 

8. Make sure the furnace is turned off. Believe it or not, 
some households, especially those with elderly people have 
had their furnaces running recently. It’s a good idea to check 
that the thermostat is turned sufficiently low, or better, off. 

9. Plan meals to minimize heat. Baking in the afternoon 
or cooking large meals around suppertime only adds to the 
heat. Cook early in the day, or serve meals that require lit- 
tle heat preparation. Use your microwave oven instead of 
your oven or range. 

10. Cut back on exercise regimens. Working out in high 
heat and humidity is extraordinarily taxing, so take it easy. 
If you normally run ten miles a day, limit it to five; play one 
set of tennis rather than two, nine holes of golf rather than 
eighteen, etc. The most dangerous time is at the onset of 
a heat wave; after a week or so, you will probably have ac- 
climated to the heat and may be able to return to your 
regular regimen. 

11. Keep your pet or pets indoors. It’s just as bad for 
them as it is for you. Make sure they have plenty of water. 
Under no circumstances should animals be left in a car 
for even the briefest periods of time with the windows rais- 
ed shut. 

12. Think of your elderly family members and neighbors. 
It is a good idea to check up on them during a heat wave.
